United States and European radio 
programmes as a result of arrange- | 
ments completed between the Cana- | 
dian radio broadcasting commission 
and the big broadcasting companies 
of United States National Broad- 
casting Company and the Columbia 
broadcasting system. 

These arrangements were conclud- 
ed in New York by Thomas Maher, ! 
vice-chairman of the commission. In 
return for the American programmes, 
which are to be supplied to the com- 
mission for its national network, the 
commission is to supply the 
American companies with some of its 
popular programmes for broadcasting 
throughout United States. Announce- 
ment of the arrangement was made 
Friday by the commission. 

Programmes to come to the com- 
mission from the United States in- 
clude grand opera from the Metro- 
politan Opera House, New York, and 
the concerts of the New York Phil- 
harmonic orchestra. The American 
broadcasting companies are also to 
supply programmes of their own cre- 
ation in which 
orchestras will be employed.
